South Austratian Economic indicators is a monthly publication which contains the latest available data at the time 
of preparation for a range of statistical series that have becn identified as indicators of economic activity in this 
State. In a number of cases the figures presented are preliminary and subject to revision in subsequent issues. 


Written and graphic commentary have been included for many of the selected scries and analysis has been 
augmented with the calculation of the percentage change from ihe previous reference period together with the 
presentation of comparative Australian data. Time series information has been included to provide a historical 
perspective on many of the sclected indicators, Future issues may be expanded to include further historical data in 
response to expressed user needs. This product is under continuous review and any suggestions for enhancement 
will be welcomed.

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REVIEW 


Overview 


State Accounts 


The underlying trend estimate of employed persons in South Australia 
decreased over the three months to December 1994. following an upward 
movement between April and September. The trend unemployment rate 
moved downward throughout 1994. 


The trend estimate for dwelling units approved in South Australia during 
November 1994 recorded a sizght fall from the October figure. 


South Australian exports for the three months ended November 1994 
were 7.3% higher than for the corresponding period in 1993 while 
imports were 1.4% lower. 


The trend estimate for South Australian retail sales increased by 0.7% 
during November 1994 compared with an Australian rise of 0.4%, 


The provisional trend estimate for new motor vehicle registrations in 
South Australia for November 1994 was 0.5% below the October figure 
foliowing falls of 0.2% in cach of the previous two periods. 


Privale new capital expenditure in South Australia for the September 
quarter 1994 was 17.1% higher than in the previous quarter and 32.5% 
above the September quarter 1993. 


The estimated resident population of South Ausiralia increased by 6,890 
persons during 1993-94 to 1.469, 784. 


Gross Stafe Product (GSP) 


GSP (trend estimates in 1989-90 prices) grew by 0.9% in the September 
quarter 1994, well below the national ayerage of 1.4%, and the third lowest 
of all the States. Only Tasmania (0.2%) and the ACT (-0.1%) had lower 
growth rates for the same period. 
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The rate of growth in GSP however has continued to increase progressively 
with rises of 0.1% (December quarter), 0.3% (March quarter) and 0.6% 
(June quarter}. 


State Final Demand 


International Accounts 


The September quarter 1994 GSP was 2.0% higher than the September 
quarter 1993 bul this was significantly below the national average growth of 
5.7%. 


State Final Demand {trend estimates is 1989-90 prices} increased by 1.8% 
during the Scplember quarter 1994, marginally higher than the national 
average of 1.6%. Private gross fixed capital expenditure rose strongly for 
the second consecutive quarter with an increase of 7.0% (5.4% in the June 
quarter). Private gross fixed capital expenditure was 14.3% higher than in 
Sepiember 1993. 


Private final consumplion expenditure increased by 0.9% in the September 
quarter 1994. It has grown by between 0.9% and 1.1% in cach quarter since 
September 1993 and by 3.8% over the 12 month period.

Overseas exports of South Australian produced commodities during the 
three months ended November 1994 were valued at $1,036.0 million, 7.3% 
more ihan for the same period in 1993. Metals and metal manufactures 
constituled 11.3%: road vehicies, paris and accessories 8.6%; petroleum 
and petroleum products, and wool and sheepskins each accounted for 8.4% 
of the total value during the three months to November. 


Exports to Japan accounted for 17.5% of the total during September to 
November. followed by ASEAN countries (14.9%) and New Zealand 
(9.6%). 


Overseas imports into South Australia during the three months ended 
November (compiled from import documents lodged in South Australia) 
were valued at $741.3 million, 1.4% below the level for the same pertod in 
1993. Road vehicles, paris and accessories constituted 28.9%, machinery 
22.5%: and metals and metal manufactures 6.7% of total imports during the 
three months to November.

Retail Turnover 


New Motor Vehicle Registrations 


The trend estimate indicates that South Australian retail sales increased by 
0.7% during November 1994 compared with an Australian rise of 0.4%. 
Following a short perrod of decline early in 1994, the South Australian trend 
estimates have sliown strong growth. with the previous four months showing 
growth of 1.0% or more. The retail turnover estimate in original terrns for 
November 1994 was $723.5 million. an increase of 3.3% from October 
1994, All industries showed growth during this period except clothing and 
soft good retailing which remained at the October level.

The provisional trend estimate for new motor vehicle registrations in South 
Australia for November 1994 fell 0.5% from October, following fails of 
0.2% in ihe previous two periods. An upward moyement was evident in the 
9 months prior to this downturn. The seasonally adjusted estimate for 
November 1994 rose by 3.3% from October 1994 and 6.6% from November 
1993. In original terms there were 3.733 new motor vehicles revistered in 
November 1994. 10.7% more than in October and 7.0% more than 
November 1993. For new passenger vehicles only. the leading makes 
registered in November 1994 were Ford (699 vehicles). Holden (685), 
Mitsubishi (548}. Toyota (476) and Mazda (£50).

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Whien the September quarter £994 is compared with the September quarter 
1993. the number of holiday flais, units and houses available for short-term 
Ictting fell by 36 to 1,326. Unit nights occupied decreased by 4.9% and the 
unit occupancy rate fell from 35.2% to 34.0%. Unit lettings decreased by 
2.7% with the average length of stay down slightly to 4.5 days. 
Accommodation takings fell by 5.2% from $2.6m to $2.4m while the 
average takings per wnt night remained at $58. 


HOTELS, MOTELS, GUEST HOUSES WITH FACILITIES 
AND CARAYAN PARKS - ROOM AND SITE OCCUPANCY RATES 
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Private new capital expenditure in South Australia for the September quarter 
1994 was $475 million. an increase of 17.1% from the previous quarter and 
32.5% above the September quarter 1993 figure. New buildings and 
structures accounted for $152 million while equipment, plant and machinery 
amounted to $323 million. The manufacturing industry accounted for $130 
million or 27% of expenditure in the September quarter 1994. In seasonally 
adjusted terms private new capital expenditure for the September quarter 
1994 was $515 million, a rise of 34% from the previous quarter. 


Dwelling Approvals 


The trend estimate for dwelling units approved in South Australia during 
November 1994 was 960. a slight fall from the (revised) October figure of 
970. The latest figures indicate that a steady decline has occurred since this 
series pcaked in July 1994 when the estimate was 987 dwellings. Similarly, 
the national trend series has shown a downturn from the July high of 16,363 
to 15,359 in November.

Value of Total Building Activity 
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From the Building Activity Survey, September quarter 1994. it was 
estimated that 3.076 dwellings commenced in that quarter, compared with 
2,880 in the previous quarter, an increase of 6.8%. Nationally the increase 
was not quite as large, with a 5.1% rise to 49,140 dwelling units. 


The value of non-residential building work approved in November 1994 was 
$30.2 million, an improvement of $3.5 million on the previous month. 
Non-residential approvals Australia-wide stood at $730.6 million, a 17.5% 
fall from the previous month. As a consequence of these opposing 
movements the South Australian proportion of the national total of 
non-residential approvals increased from 3.0% in October to 4.1% in 
November. 


The total value of buifding work commenced during the September quarter 
1994 was $369.8 million which was 9.7% more than the previous quarter. 
This comprised an increase of 8.0% in the value of non-residential work 
commenced and 9.9% increase in the value of residential commencements. 
Nationally. the value of building work commenced in the Scptember quarter 
1994 decreased by 4.4% from the June quarter 1994. 


The value of building work vet to be done at the end of the September 
quarter was $333.9. virtually identical to the value recorded for the June 
quarter 1994 ($334.1 mitkion). The composition of this work changed 
slightly, however. with the fall of $9.5 million in non-residential work and 
$1.1 million residential alterations being compensated by $10.3 million 
more new residential work to be done. For Australia. the value of work yet 
io be done dropped slightly froin the June quarter figure of $9,160 million to 
$9.02 million in the September quarter. However, the September quarter 
1994 showed a 13.2% increase from September 1993 ($7.971 million). 


At $378.5 million the value of duiiding work done during the September 
quarter 1994 was 6.0% moore than the previous quarter allhough it was still 
6.0% below the September quarter level of 1993. By contrast. the value of 
work done for Australia during the September quarter 1994 was 4.2% 
higher than for the June quarter 1994 and 10.8% higher than for the 
corresponding quarter in 1993, 
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Value of Engineering Construction The September quarter estimate of engineering construction work donc in 
South Australia was $156.1] inilhion, a fall of 21.8% from the (revised) 
figure for the June quarter 1994. The value of work done was lower in ail 
but the heavy industry category of construction. The Australian value of 
engincering work done also dropped in the September quarter. from $3,555 
million to $2,950 million with only Queensland, Northern Territory and 
ACT recording increases over the previous quarter. 
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Consumer Price fndex In the September quarter 1994 the all groups Consumer Price Index (CPI) 


for Adelaide rose 0.4% resulting in av annual increase of 2.0%, Nationally 
prices rose 0.6% for the quarter and |.9% on an annual basis.

House Prices 


Prices of house building materials fell by 0.1% in the month of November in 
Adelaide. Hobart recorded a similar fall. All other capital cilies recorded 
rises. the largest being Brisbane at 0.7% follawed by Melbourne (0.4%). 
Adelaide. as was the case in October, recorded the lowest annual price 
increase when compared with the corresponding month of 1993 (1.2%). 
Over the same period, other capital city increases were: Hobart (3.9%). 
Sydney (3.6%), Perth (3.5%), Melbourne (3.4%), Brisbane (2.7%) and 
Canberra (1.5%). The increase for the weighted average of the six state 
capitals over the same period was 3.2%. 


MATERIALS USED IN HOUSE BUILDING 
Change from Same Perlod of Previous Year 
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In the month of November 1994. for prices of materials used in building 
other than house building. Adelaide, at 0.1%, recorded the lowest price rise 
from the previous month of all the capital cities. Melbourne (0.6%), and 
Sydney and Canberra (both 0.4%) recorded the largest rises over the 
previous month, Comparing the change from corresponding month in 1993, 
Adelaide prices rose 2.7%, while Sydney recorded the greatest mse al 3.1%. 
Brisbane and Perth recorded rises of 2.3% and 2.4% respectively for the 
same period, and the weighted average of the six capitals rose 2.5%.

Nationally. established house prices increased by 1.5% between the June and 
September quarters 1994. At the samic lime prices in Adelaide increased by 
24% On an annual basis the September quarter 1994 prices were 4.8% 
higher nationally and 4.7% higher in Adelaide than in the corresponding 
quarter in 1993. 
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Darwin. with am atnual increase of 17.8%. was again the pacesctter in 
prices of establishcd houses. while Canberra was the only city to show a 
negative (-0.8%) annual movement. 


Labour Force and Demography

Employment 


The estimated resident population of South Australia increased by 6,890 
persons during 1993-94 10 1.469.784. The largest component was natural 
increase which accounted for 8.230 persons. while the net interstate 
migration outflow of 3.466 persons was partially offset by a net gain from 
overscas migration of 2,126 persons. 
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The underlying trend estimate of employed persons in South Australia has 
been decrensing over the past three months, following a general upward 
movement between Aprii and September 1994. The December 1994 
estimate of 645.900 was 10.600 more than the level of 12 months ago (or an 
increase of 1.7%). 


The underlying tend estimate of cmployed persons in Australia has been 
increasing since February 1993. reaching 8.053.800 in December 1994. 
Over the past 12 months, full-time and part-time cmployment have 
increased by 2.7% and 5.8% respectively,

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The December trend uneinployment rate for South Australia has decreased 
to 10.2% (10.3% im November [994), comlinuing a general downward 
movement evident throughout 1994. Between November and December 
1994, the trend unemployment rate for males remained at 10.9% while the 
rate for femalcs {cll by 0.1 percenlage point to 9.4%. 
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The proportton of employees who worked overtime in South Australia in 
November £994 was '7.5% compared with 17.8% in November 1993. 


There were 1,100 working days last through industrial disputes in South 
Australia during September 1994. Compared with the other States, South 
Australia recorded the second lowest level of disputation. In Australia, 
28.200 working days were lost during September 1994, 


In the twelve months to September 1994, 12,700 working days were lost 
through industrial disputation in South Australia. 


Short-term Overseas 
Visifors Arrivals 


Short-term Resident Departures 
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Short-term visiter arrivals to South Australia rose to 6.461 in October 1994. 
37.3% up from September 1994 and 16.3% higher than in October 1993. 
Principal sources of visilors were the United Kingdom (21.5%). USA 
(15.4%) and New Zealand (12.9%). 


The Australian figures for October 1994 also showed an increase (up 18.8% 
to 300.300) This was also [2.4% luigher than October 1993. The trend 
estimate for arrivals of overscas visilors increased 1.6% compared with 
September 1994. Sixty-two per cent of visitors arriving in the ten months to 
October 1994 stated an intention to stay in Australia less than two weeks. 


The State or Territory of stay of overseas visitors is determined from the 
iutended address reported on arrival in Australian ports and airports. A 
short-term. visit is any intended length of stay of less than 12 months. 


SHORT TERM ARRIVALS AND DEPARTURES 
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There were 8.968 short-term departures of South Australian residents in 
October 1994 which was 12.2% lower than September 1994 but 9.8% higher 
than October £993, 


There were 23.7% fewer short-term departures of Australian residents in 
October than September 1994. However, this figure was still 4.2% greater 
than in October 1993. The trend estimate increased 1.2% compared with 
September 1994. For the ten months to October 1994 'holiday' was reported 
as the purpose of journey by 49% of all departing Australian residents.

Average Weekly Earnings 


Award Rates of Pay 


Financial Markets 


Average weekly ordinary-time earnings of full-time adult employees in 
South Australia increased from $599.80 in May 1994 te $602.60 mn August 
1994. Male full-time ordinary-time earnings increased from $622.90 in 
May 1994 to $628.20 in August 1994. For the same period, the comparable 
level for females rose from $551.40 to $553.70. 


Average weekly total earnings of all employees in South Ausiralia were 
$507.40 in August 1994, up from $504.80 for the previous quarter. 


Since it is an average of earnings across all employces. changes in average 
weekly earnings may occur through changes in employment as well as 
changes in pay levels. 


Over the 12 months to October 1994. the weekly award rates of pay index 
for full-time employees in South Australia increased by 1.5%. 


For full-time adult male employees, the largest annual movement of the 
index occurred in the construction industry (an increase of 3.4% since 
October 1993). 


For full-time adult female employees, the largest annual movement of the 
index occurred in the manufacturing industry (an increase of 2.7% since 
October 1993). 


Housing Finance 


During the month of Ociober 1994 total housing finance conumitments for 
owner occupied dwellings decreased by $11.9 million (4.5%) to $254.0 
million. This was a continuation of the downward trend evident since the 
peak of $404.5 million in March 1994, 


The main component, financing commitments for the purchase of 
established dwellings was down by $13.6 million (8.0%) to $156.9 million. 
Financing commitments for construction of dwellings was down by $3.7 
million (8.6%) to $38.6 million. However. purchase of newly erected 
dwellings increased by $1.8 million (15.0%) to $14.0 million but this was 
the lowest October figure since 1989. 


SECURED HOUSING FINANCE COMMITMENTS TO INDIVIDUALS 
SOUTH AUSTRALIA 
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The total of personal finance commitinents was $160.3 million in October 
1994. a decrease of $5.6 million (3.4%) from September. Personal finance 
commitments under fixed loan commitments decreased by $5.0 million 
(4.1%) to $115.5 million. The main component of this calegory. ‘used 
motor cars and slalion wagons’ decreased by $2.5 million to $36.7 million 
while 'new motor vchicles and station wagons’ increased by $0.8 million 
(5.6%) to $14.5 million. ‘Refinancing’ fell by $2.2 million (9.4%) 
continuing the downward trend evident since June. 


Personal finance commitments under revolving credit commitments 
decreased minimally by $0.7 million (1.4%) to $44.8 million. 


During October 199-4 total commercial finance commitments rose by $56.2 
million (15.6%) to $417.6 million. A large increase was recorded for 
commitinenis under revolving credit facilities and a minor rise occurred for 
commercial finance commitinents under fixed loan facilities. 
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Comunitments under revolving credit facililics increased by $52.6 million 
(39.9%) to $184.5 million with the category of ‘manufacturing’ up $32.7 
million to $41.3 million and ‘wholesale trade’ up $18.0 million to $43.0 
million. 


Commercial finance commitinents under fixed loan facililies increased by 
$3.6 million (1.6%) to $233.1 million giving the highest October figure 
since 1991, 


The value of goods under new finance lease commitments fell for the fourth 
conseculive month to total $20.6 million in October 1994. The last month's 
decrease was notable. falling by $3.9 million (15.8%) [rom the September 
figure of $24.5 million. The greatest decrease was for ‘electronic data 
processing cquipment’ down $4.7 million from the very high September 
figure. 


Total motor vehictes increased by $0.7 million (5.2%) to $14.2 million in 
October 1994 with the main increase being for ‘used motor vehicles and 
stalion wagons. not subject to depreciation’ which rose by $0.9 million from 
the low figure for September of $1.8 million. Lease finance for 
‘manufacturing equipment’ rose in October by $0.8 million to $1.4 million 
and ‘new licayy trucks’ by $0.7 million (o $1.4 million. ‘Agricultural 
machinery and equipment’ dropped to $92.000, ils lowest since October 
1991.

Some. including those 
not published. are available in one or more of the following 
forms: microfiche. magnetic tapc. computer printout, CD, 
floppy disk, photocopy and clerically extracted tabulation. 


Current publications produced by the ABS are lisicd 
in the Catalogue of Publications and Products, Australia 
(1101.0). The ABS also issues on Tuesdays and Fridays a 
Publications Advice (1105.0) which lists publications to be 
released within the next few days. The Catalogue and 
Publications Advice are available from any ABS Office.
